left the house together, complainant in a 
scdan chair. Instead of being taken to the 
bean-and-curd place sho was taken to.a boat 
in the river, a:three-hold boat used for 
goods traffic. Set sail almost immediately, 
only defendant, of the three women, ac 
companying her. © After three days’ sail 
arrived,at Canton, and was there taken on 
board the steamer by defendant and 
brought down to Hongkong. On the way 
down, had a conversation with a woman, 
who, upon her arrival, handed her and the 
defendant over to'a nan. Had been 
living at the Police Station ‘since.: The wo- 
man man to wouverte with hor because she 
yas erying ; she was so crying hecause she 
was bang brought dyn, to Efonglong in- 
stead of being taken e married to the 
bean and curd sellor in Tsing Yunc. De- 
fendant heard the conversation with the 
woman. - The woman told her not to be 
afraid, and said, further, that she knew what 
to do with her when they got to Hongkong. 
The woman said defendant was going to 
make complainant a prostitute, and ‘that 
she would have defendant arrested when 
they got to, Hongkong. Defendant said, 
ba You ‘cannot take the g'tl to the Police 
Station ; some one will claim her.” Wit- 
ness cried all the more when she heard she 
was to be a prostitute. Did not like to be 
taken away from Tsing Ynne and did not 
like boing brought to Hongkong ; was un- 
willing to be brow Would not bave 
come if she had not brought here by 
force. Defendant never said anything to 
her about where she: was taking her; she 
never asked defendant ; she believed what 
wag told her by her niistress_in the defond- 
ant’s presence. _ Defendaut had been kind 
enough to her ; that‘is, sho had had enough 
to eat and had net beén. beaten, Now that 
she was heré sho would like to stay here. 
Did not know what would happen to her if 
she went back to Tsing Yune.. Should like 
to be omployed in a hair-dresser's shop. 
Had no friends or relations in Hongkong. 

Defendant stated that sho had no ques- 
tions to ask, This girl was to marry her 
adopted ‘son, who is. in a timber shop in 
Hongkong. The gitl cried, first, on account 
of the typhoon. ‘Then a woman said she 
was going to be 8 prostitute, and she cried

Lin Atsoi said ahe was a widow employed 
as amah at Government House: On Friday 
last she came down from Canton by the 
steamer.
